UNIVERSITY  STUDENTS  are 
frequently  exposed  to  ideas  that 
seem  contrary  to  what  they  have 
been  taught  all  their  lives,  he 
pointed  out,  advising  them  to  in- 
vestigate thoroughly  any  such 
theory  and  be  honest  with  the 
church. 

“It  is  as  possible  for  a proph- 
et to  receive  a revelation  from 
heaven  as  for  a scientist  to  dis- 
cover polio  vaccine,”  he  recon- 
ciled science  and  religion.  But 
in  defending  religion  he  re- 
minded students  not  to  impose 
on  “true  science.”  It  is  only 
pseudo-scientists  and  untried 
theories  that  conflict  with  re- 
ligion, he  said. 

ELDER  PETERSEN’S  talk 
then  moved  from  the  classroom 
to  dating,  with  an  admonition  to 
be  honest  with  dates  and  never 
to  attempt  to  cheapen  their 
names  by  necking  or  petting. 

For  those  getting  serious  about 
marriage  he  had  a special  mes- 
sage; complete  honesty  with 
each  other  about  personal  and 
family  backgrounds.  “Be  honest 
and  tell  them  all  of  your  past  so 
they  can  make  other  arrange- 
ments if  they  desire,”  he  said. 
Conversely,  he  advised  them  to 
defend  anything  in  their  back- 
grounds they  know  is  good,  even 
if  it  means  losing  their  prospec- 
tive mates. 


Group  Defers 
Unit  Hearing 
For  2 Weeks 

INTER  - ORGANIZATIONAL 

Council,  after  more  than  two 
hours  of  fruitless  discussion  on 
an  alleged  Tausig  rush  violation 
Monday  night  postponed  hear- 
ing the  case  until  Nov.  14. 

Social  unit  presidents  and 
Central  Rush  Committee  con- 
vened prior  to  the  regular  IOC 
meeting  to  discuss  the  violation. 
They  decided  a distinction 
should  be  made  between  a vio- 
lation of  the  ruling  and  a de- 
fiance of  the  authority  of  Cen- 
tral Committee;  and  that  Tau- 
sigs  violation  had  been  only 
against  the  ruling. 

SOCIAL  UNIT  presidents 
claimed  that  they  should  have 
been  consulted  before  the  cen- 
tral committee  made  the  “rush 
party  interpretation”  and 
brought  it  before  IOC.  Mike 
Warnick,  Athenian  president* 
felt  that  “Tausigs  did  social  units 
a favor  by  challenging  the  val- 
idity of  the  ruling.” 

Vern  Payne,  Central  Rush 
Committee  member,  moved  that 
rush  central  committee  and  un- 
it presidents  recommend  to  IOC 
that  no  charges  be  brought 
against  Tausigs.  The  group 
agreed  to  this. 

HOWEVER,  IN  the  regular 
IOC  meeting,  that  body  passed 
a motion  that  charges  be  drop- 
ped against  Tausigs.  Though  cen- 
tral committee  had  recognized  a 
violation,  no  charges  had  yet 
been  filed  against  Tausigs. 

When  this  was  pointed  out  the 
motion  was  nullified,  and  Dr. 
Henry  L.  Isaksen,  student  co- 
ordinator, took  the  chair  to  med- 
iate the  ensuing  controversy  ov- 
er who  had  power  to  press 
charges  against  ering  social 
units. 

IOC  MEMBERS  argued  that 
Central  Rush  Committee  did  not 
did  not  have  the  authority  to 
bring  charges  against  any  unit, 
but  that  they  could  report  vio- 
lations. The  body  agreed  that 
only  an  individual  student  could 
press  charges. 

David  Groberg,  central  com- 
mittee chairman,  acting  as  an  in- 
dividual student  then  officially 
charged  the  Tausigs  with  a vio- 
lation. 

Since  there  is  no  regularly 
constituted  court  to  try  charges 
against  units  IOC  decided  to  sit 
as  a body  and  hear  the  case.

Following  Wyoming’s  touchdowns,  a group  of  Cow- 
boy students  led  a mascot  pony,  Cowboy  Joe  by  name, 
around  the  field  at  a fast  clip.  Nothing  wrong  with  that: 
it  was' just  a gesture  of  exuberance. 

However,  the  first  time  around  the  field,  the  Wyo- 
ming group  was  pelted  by  ice  cubes,  wads  of  paper,  and 
apple  cores  by  youngsters  and  disgruntled  Ute  adherents. 

Most  of  the  alumni  and  homecoming  crowd  was  fairly 
irked  by  this  unsportsmanlike  maneuver  and  verbally  is- 
ued  their  disfavor. 

After  the  second  Wyoming  tally,  again  the  same  process  was 
[ipeated  only  more  missiles  were  hurled  at  the  Cowboys  circling 
Ije  field. 

The  crowning  glory  occurred  following  the  third  touchdown 
then  the  guided  missiles  again  began  flying,  along  with  a bottle, 
^ nd  the  next  thing  everyone  knew  one  of  the  Wyoming  group  was 
™ lying  on  the  ground  with  a nasty  gash  on  his  forehead. 

Whether  the  cut  was  caused  by  a flying  object  or 
whether  the  boy  was  punched  by  someone  on  the  north 
end  of  the  Utah  bench  is  superfluous.  The  accident  was 
totally  uncalled  for  and  gave  the  Ute  supporters,  in  the 
eyes  of  many,  a black  eye  sportsmanshipwise. 

It  smacked  of  the  same  color  when  last  year  at  the  Utah-BYU 
a jarne  someone  hurled  a bottle  from  the  Utah  section  and  seriously 
injured  an  innocent  bystander. 

My  purpose  is  not  to  single  out  the  University  of  Utah  as 
i group  of  poor  sports,  as  we  realize  it  was  the  action  of  a small 
Binority  of  despicable  “fans”  who  mar  the  game  with  their 
tjltupid,  thoughtless  action.  Such  incidents  tend  to  give  a school 
1 bad  name,  which  is  unfortunate  indeed;  especially  in  view  of 
lie  fine  group  of  athletes  representing  the  Redskins. 

It  is  our  goal,  however,  to  inquire  as  to  why  better 
police  protection  is  not  afforded  at  these  games?  We  saw 
plenty  of  men  in  blue,  but  not  a hand  was  raised  to  quell 
the  throwing  spree  by  the  small  minority.  Eventually  the 
f action  snowballed  and  a bottle  was  winged.  Several  Wyo- 
ming players  were  hit  by  apple  cores.
